Tigers reject

IGHTING raged in northern Sri 
Lanka on Mionday as the Tamil 
Tiger guerrilla leader rejected peace

Army commandos backed by ar- 1 
moured cars launched a renewed 1 
push towards Jaffna, the bastion of 
the Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam (LTTE), after a day of battles 
left 15 soldiers and 55 rebels dead, 
according to official figureg. 

"The Tigers are pulling up a last: 2 
ditch battle,” the chief military | 
spokesman, Saralı Munasinghe, said, 
“There is a certain number- of 1 
Tigers trapped in Jaffna. They are 
gelling dlesperate and ready for a 
do-or-die battle." 

Defence sources snid the army 
was finding the advance tough. Af 
least 65 more soldiers were 
wounded in overnight fighting. 
Most of them were lıit by snipers, 
who held up an entire battalion onu 
the southern lank of Jaffna on Suın- 
day.

HE BBC is set to reap an esti- 
Eis $100 million windfall 
from the privatisation of its transmit- 
ters, the Government announced on 
Monday. 0 

The selloff of 1,400 transmitters 
is to be managed by thr BBC, with 
the corporation taking 80 per cent of 
the proceeds to develop digital 
terrestrial television. 

The BBC's draft charter and 
agreement, published this week, 
contains new nT ti de- 
cency. and impartiality. The clauses, 
whicl will be averscen by the BBC 
governors — wlo acquire more reR- 
ulatory cloııt — put the corporation 
on an equal footing with ITV and 
Channel 4. 

Progranune standards laid down 
by the agreenıent specify that the 
BBC should show concern for chil- 
dren in scheduling and “not inclucle 
anything which offends against 
good taste or decency”. 

The charter is likely to come into 
force by early summer after debates 
in Parliament. Whitehall observers 
expect them to be “day-long BBC 
bashing enterprises", bul the char 
ter is unlikely to be significantly 
altered. The BBC welcomed the an- 
nouncements by Virginia Bottorm- 
ley, the National Heritage Secretary. 

Although it regards the new 
clause on impartiality as unneces- 
sary, the BBC believes the wording 
simply formalises the existing posi: 
tion. It welcomed a new clause 
enshrining the corporation's editor- 
ialindependence. 

Watchdags on sex and violence 
have seized upon the taste and de- 
cency clause as evidence of the Goy- 
ernment’'s disquiet with the BBC, 
but Mirs Bottomley praised the cor 
poration and said the charter would 
increase accountability, “The BBC 
is recognised as the cornerstone of 
British broadcasting.

Blow to rail 
sell-off plan

severe blow last week when the

AITTS transformation into a 
full-fledged democracy with 
prospects for economic re- 
newal, which seemed firmly on 
track just a few months ago, sud- 
denly looks much less certain.

Church leaders have 
entered the debate over 
the country's relationship 
with Russia, writes

N HILLTOPS overlooking 
0 the Dnieper River, the green 

and gold onion domes of 
Kiev's ancient Orthodox sanctuaries 
and monasteries still dominate this 
city's skyline. Beneath them, these 
days, Russian and Ukrainian clerics 
are fighting an ecclesiastical war 
over who will lead Ukraine's mik 
lions of Orthodlox believers. 

The Russian Orthodox Church 
and two Ukrainian nationalist chur- 
ches are contesting an age-old ques- 
tian; whether Ukraine is a distinct 
nation or part of Russia. Politically, 
the matter was resolved with 
Ukraine's independence after the 
Soviet Union's collapse. But in Or- 
thodox religious terms, Ukraine's 
indepenclence is still at issue. 

The conflict also is a power strug- 
gle over one ot Ukraine's most influ- 
ential and wealthy institutions. 
Bishops and priests have switched 
allegiance from üne clıurcl to an- 
other nnd back again, sometimes iıı 
hopes of atlvancing their careers, 
accortling to church sources and 
Ukrainian jonrnalists. Supporters of 
rival churches bave fouglt strcel 
batiles over church properly.

HE Bosnia peace agreement

Rasero even lends young Mozart 
his piano. 

But the novel's central conceit 
sıırrounds Rasero's unrepentant 
womanizing and the troubling, 
atherworldly vislons he experiences 
during his carnal exploits — visions 
that haunt him for much of hiş long 
life until he comes to realize that he 
has, in fact, been seeing "the future 
as though I were observing it 
through a window.” Allowing him to 
virtually witness the Spanish Civil 
War, the Nazi concentration camps, 
Hirashima, the Vietnam War and 
nanr’s launch into space, Rasero's Vi- 
sions — inexorably linked to sexual 
climax (though never to onanism) 
— are "a sort of sickness." Indeed, 
an addiction. 

Reholledo explores his hero's ad- 
diction through intense relation- 
ships wilh the high minds of the 
age, and with several famous 
women such as the Marquise de 
Pomparlour.

E LIVE in an age in which 
W informalion is often 
prized over knowledge, 


hightech weaponry and toxic 
chemicals are deatroying the earth, 
and the culture of reality, because it 
appears nıore relevant than litera- 
ture, has overrun the cultute of sto- 
rytelling. This, at any rate, is the 
thesis of Rasero, a mature first 
novel by Mexican autlıor Francisco 
Rebolledo, a former chemistry 
teacher at Mexico City’s National 
Autonomous University. A roman- 
fleuve in the tradition of such distin- 
guished practitioners as Tolstoy, 
Dickens or James, Rasero seenıs al- 
most anaclıronistic in form, yet dle- 
ciderlly is nat. It is fundamentally a 
subversive book, one that chal- 
lenges our notion of history and 
cleverly juxtaposes Reallty and 
Truth ta prove that — in tle etl — 
interpretation îs everything. 

First published in Mexico in 
1993, Rasero is the winner of the 
1994 Pegasus Prize for Latin-Aimeri- 
can literature. It appears lıere in an 
excelent English translation by 
Helen R. Lane, whu has brought us 
such writers as Augusto Roa Bastos, 
Octavio Paz and Mario Yargas 
Llosa, 

The novel's cponymous hero, 
Fausto Rasero, is an 18thcentury 
Andalusian who has the unusual dis- 
tinction of having known many of 
the key figures of the Euliglıte1- 
iment. A reside of Paris tirough- 
out much of the book, Rasero 
hobnobs with Diderot, Yoltaire, 
Rousseau, Robespierre and philoso- 
pher David Hunıc, He befriends the

vard-educated Salinas, before his 
alleged involvement in crinıinal ac- 
tivities, for his nıiraculous transfor 
mation of a corrupt, authoritariaıı 
nation into a modern, Western 
nation. 

Hagwash, responds Castaneda. 
“NMiexico is not a modern country,” 
nor has NAFTA helped it progress. 
Step across the border from Chula 
Vista, Calif. to Tijuana, Mexico, 
Barefoot Indian women with runny- 
eyed clıildren hold out packages of 
Chiclets. Walk past droves of cab 
drivers offering to drive you to un- 
seemly experiences and past the 
hovels, past open sewers with para- 
site-infested kids playing in the 
murky waters — and past the end- 
less rows of foreign-owned factories 
(maqtiladoras) that exploit Mex- 
ico's low-wage labor force and lax 
environmental regulations. 

The Mexican Shock should jolt 
readers to recognize the obvious: 
Mexico has tens of millions of im- 
poverished people and has recently 
sprouted 24 billionaires — five 
times more than Canada. The top 20 
percent of Mexico's population is 27 
times richer than the bottom 20 per 
cent. Apply logic, Castaneda urges. 
Political stability does uot derive 
from such radically skewed distribu- 
tion patterns — on top of centuries 
of systemelic injustice, 

Last year, Mexico acknowledge 


the border; agribusiness still needs 
low-wage lInbor; Mexican immigra- 
tion skews border polilics by col 
tributiıg to a "dJe-democratization" 
process in California, Mexican mi- 
grants, he points out, constitute “a 
significant sector of the secallerl 
California underclass." By the end 
of the century, he argues, the state 
will have a “foreign plurality” that 
"works, consumes, and pays taxes, 
but does not vote, run for office, 
arganize or carry much political 
clout." California Latinos, Cas 
taneda asserts, make up 26 percent 
of the population but cast only 10 
percent of the vote, helping to make 
possible the passage of the ant 
imınigrant Proposition 187, 
Ironically, as antrMexican preju- 
diceèê was intensifying İn border 
states, Castaneda notes, “the Bush 
and Clinton adnıinistration rein- 
vented Mexico" as a worthy iree- 
trade partner.

N THE absence of any sound 

recording of the great 19th cerr 
tury piano virtuosi, a written recorrl 
is naturally of great interest, It is to 
be founcl in Les Grands Virtuoges 
du Piano, a book of memoirs by Wik 
helm von Lenz (1809-1883) first 
published in Gernian in 1872 and re- 
cently translated into Frencl. 

Lenz worked as a censor and an 
adviser al the Russian imperial 
court, He was also a pianist who 
studied under Franz Liszt and 
Frédéric Chopin. His book, 
Beethoven Aud His Three Slyles, 
whiclı is now sumıelhing of a rarity, 
even in libraries, left a lasting in- 
pression on the way we look at that 
composers work. He was also an 
enthusiastic supporter of the music 
of Carl Maria voıt Weber. 

Lenz was a privilegetl and knüy- 
ledgeable observer of the musical 
life of lıis period, and provides in- 
sights inlo (he playing style ol the 
real pianists wilh whonı he was iu 
close conacl, sucl) as Liszt, Chopin. 
Carl Tausig aud Adolf Henselt. 

In addition 10 lhose four, who 
form the core of his work, Lenz re 
ports on more casual encounters 
with pianists such as Johann Baptist 
Cramer, Adolf Guimann, F W Kalk- 
brenıer and Sigisınond Thalberg, 
as well as the composers Hector 
Berlioz anl Giacaıno Meyerbecr. 

Lenz recounts a spat belween 
Chopin and Mcyerbeer on the sub 
jecl of a mazuırka played by Chopin: 
Meyerbeer claimed there were four 
beats lo ihc bar, while Chopin irr 
sistetl there were only three. 

‘Tlıis book is full of slırewd musi 
cal assessments, Just occasionally 
they may seem a trifle Manichean. 
But value julgmenls are no doubt 
more acceplable In the fjeld of the 
performing arts Lun elsewlıere. 

Lenz (loes not set out to ofer 
"objective" memoirs. Instead, ıe 
creates a work of art by skilfully 
constructing his account, Si 
it with both juicy anecdotes and 
deadly barbs, and asserting his own 
credo. : 

The way he coınpares Chopin's 
feminine playing with Beethoven 
masculine style may seem a litle 
quaint, but it is preceded by 2% 
eloquent description of the Franco 
Polish pianist at the keyboard.

Macias reniains a favourite {argel 
of abuse fronı the far-right Naional 
Front (FN). In July 1988, he had to 
cancel a concert in tle town of 
Marignane after his posters were 
defaced with slogans like “Instru- 
ment of Israell", “Filthy Jew" and 
“Friend of the Arabs", and anony- 
mous telephone calls suggested he 
might be risking hiş life if he sang. 

Macias does not forget. When 


another singer of Jewish origin, 


Patrick Bruel, announced he was 
going to boycott towns and cities 
that had come under FN control, 
Macias followed suit and deplored 
the lack of solidarity shown by other 
performing artists: “We'd be much 
more efficient if we were more 
united in our fight against the FN." 
Macias realises that stances of 
this kind may alienate some of his 
fans. “Too bad," he says. “People 
Tike that haven't got the message of 
my songs. Jn any case I don't want 
anyone who regrets the paasing of 
Vichy, Pêtain or Layal in my audi

Macias was still mocked for being 
slightly over the top, for oozing 
goodwill, for writing simplistic 
lyrics, But no one could really work 
uP a grudge against bim. So loyal 
were his fans that they were utlerly 
non-plussed when he acted İn a play 
where he was required to dress up 
in drag and be unfaithful to hia wife, 


Although his stab at a stage career 
was not a success, he would like to. 


have another go. “He'd be perfect i 
Twelve Angry Men — in the part of 
the good guy of course," says Talat, 
Surprisingly, Macias’s career also 
gelled outside France. He had such 
a trlumph in New York that he was 
urged by showbiz professionals to 


‘go for an international career. We 


shall never know whether he could 
have succeeded.as Julio Igleslas did 
a few years later. He needed his 
friends too much, he sald, And he 
did not want to learn how to speak 
English “properly”. 

One of Maclas's fondest memo 
ries iş of the occasion, on Septem’ 


ber 24, 1979, when he sang before - 


8,000 enthusiastic Egyptians. Sadat 
had lifted the ban. that had been 
placed on certain performing artists 
because of their support for lsrael. 
Alhough Macias had not been aj- 


lowed to sing in any Arab country : 
‘since 1963, he had remained unoffi-

heart, and of whom the Arab élite 
used to say: “If you weren't Jewlsh, 
we'd call you Mlohamed.” 


Leyris knew he had û successor 


in the person of Gaston Crlirenassia, 
the 15-year-old son of friends who 
was mal about llıe guitar. “Î go re- 
spected Raymond I'd never have 
(lared sing in front of him," says 
Ghrenassia {alias Enrico Macias). 
So he sang witlî a local gypsy group, 
one of whom was called Enrico, 


"As | was too young to sing in 


cafés where alcohol was served, I 
blackened my face with clıarcoal 
and went in with the gypsies. I 
enderl up being called ‘the little En- 
rîco',.” Hence the choice of Enrico 
when he came to choose a stage 
name. 


The Jewish community in Con- 


stantine knew that Leyris's murder 
meant they had become undesir- 
ables again and, four centuries after 
leaving Spaln, would once again 
have to go into exile. They were the 


first of the pieds-notrs to leave, aud 
they did so as discreetly as possible, 
to avoid retribution from both the 
Organisation de I'Armée Secréte 
(OAS), which favoured keeping AÃl- 
geria French, and the FLN. 

“It was both a terrible wrench 
anû a relief," Macias says. He com- 
posed *“J'Ai Quitté Mon Pays” while 
sailing for France on the Yille 
d'Alger. He arrived in Marseilles 
with Leyris's daughter Suzy, whom 
he had married, and 600 francs {the 
equivalent today of $800). He made 
a token application for a teaching 


job, for which he had. been trained, 


but preferred to try his luck as a 


singer. 


It was no easy task to “sel]" such 


an outlandish singer at a time when 
yéyé [the French version of rock 
and roll] was riding high. The 
sleeve of his first record described 
him as "the son of an Andalusian fa- 
ther and a Berber mother”, and the 
winner of a prize for Andalusian 
song which had never existed. 


ACIAS wanted to clo what 
M Charles Aznavour had 

done: adapt his own musi- 
cal tradition to French popular song. 
Hë was not very successful at first, 
“Everything changed after his tele- 
vision appearance," says Vic Talar, 
his agent. "Although he still sang 
before virtually empty auditoriums 
in northern France, the minute we 
got south of Lyons the audiences 
got bigger, and he was a great hit in 
Marseilles." 

The pied-notr community, con- 
centrated in the south of France, 
had found “their” minstrel. 

But Macias's songs were not to 


everyone's liking. He soon .clashed. 


with the far right, who saw the piag- 
#oãr community as a reservoir of 
potential activists. 


Macias knew what kind of people 


he was up against; on August Š, 


OW DOES Enrico Macias 
HFH lo it? Since his Paris debut 

33 years ago, the man 
whose exotic and slighly old-faslr 
ioned songs are irmnmediately recog- 
nisable has sold more than 5Û million 
recards all aver the world and nıan- 
aged to remain hırgely popular’. 

To understand the nıystery, you 
have to see him perform. Most peo- 
ple at the November 2 yrenıiere of 
his new show at the Olympin music 
hall in Paris were pieds-noirs, chiefly 
from ıe rag trade, who have bten 
faithful fans ofl Macias ever since 
they, like lıinı, had to leave Algeria 
m a hurry when the couutry gained 
indepenclence in 1962. 

The audience included lots of 
medallion men with gentle eyes, un 
ruly beards anl whiîterthan-white 
shirts. The women, their hair 
nıostly platinum blonde or hennaed, 
had put on their most glamorous 
outfits for the occasion ~~ which, as 
always, was a bittersweet journey 
down memory lane. 

One or two people furtively wiped 
away tears as Macias struck up tle 
first chords of “JAl Quitté Mion 
Pays" ( Left My Country). Everyone 
joined in the choruses of several 

well-known songs, but kept silent 
during “Un Berger Vent de Touber" 
(A Shepherd Has Just Died}, which 
Macias wrote after the assassination 
of President Anwar Sadat. 

Then they began to ululate as Ma- 
cias launcherl into a long and sinu- 
ous recitative in both Arabic and 
Hebrew. A dozen women gat up and 
danced. Gradually all the spectators 
were singing, clapping their hands 
ard cheering the mian who describes 
himself as “the beggar of love", 

ÃA young woman, who probably 
regarded Macias as naff beyond be- 
lief but had come along to please 
her parents born in an Algeria she 
had never known, sat glumly next to 
me. Yet even she was caught up lı 
the fever and started dancing ancl 
laughing. 

Macias las been producing the 
same effect since 1962, In October 
of that year, during a TV pro- 
gramme devoted to the plight of 
picds-noirs from Algeria, French 
viewers heard a strange song about 
exile sung in almost whispered 
tones by a chubby young man with 
doe eyes and slicked-back halı, Per- 
spiratlon dripping on to his guitar, 


he crooned: “ve left my country, 


I've left ny sun/My life, my sad life 
drags on for no reason/Sun, sun of 
my lost country!” 

Macias had just been through an 
ordeal in two acts. On June 12, 1962, 
two militants belonging lo the Al- 
gerian National Liberation Front 
(FLN) nurdered Raymond Leyris 


in Constantine. Leyris was both 4 


şpokesman for the Jewish commu- 
nity and a masler of mglouf the 
Constantine version of a. strictly 
codified Arak-Ãndalusian musical 
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Speed or Balman or any action film, 
Instead, at least one of his films 
there, Atlaniic City, proved that you 
could look at America with Euro- 
pean eyes and find more in it than 
miany an American director. 

. İt also enabled Burt Lancaster to 
give one of the performances of his 
life as anı ageing, smalktime criminal 
who hangs around Atlantic City 
doing odd jobs and taking care of 
his dead boss's broken«lown mis- 
tress. Of Malle, Lancasşler after- 
wards said: “He saw inside the 
character and he toll me to express 
that. Not the outwarcl bit but the 
inner. No one asked me to do that 
before.” 

It's an epitaph Malle would much 
appreciate. It wasn't ideology on 
which he sought to base his films, 
nor was İt a search for proper artis- 
tic expression or technical prowess, 
even though he (lid indeed search 
for both Hıose things. 

It was, especially towards {he end 
afl his career, the search for the 
inner truths about tlıe characters he 
Portrayed. That's why actors tHiked 
him and why his last work, Vanya 
On 42nd Street, wns so unêxpect 
edly successful. 

It is almost a chamber piece, and 
an entirely ıınadorned rurthrough 
of the Clıekhov masterpiece wlıich 
lets tlıe actors express themselves 
and, iı doing so, gave new life lo the 
author liwisell. 

Being an unselfish mann, he liked 
the thoughl uf that — bringing 
soneone else's [lalenl lo a rew audi- 
ciuce. We will uuiss his owu tilent, 
his slightly pessimisti wisn, bis 
cinPmalic gracv aml Ilis pursuant] 
pulish and lumanitiy.

He once gaid that life was too 
short and interesting to be making 
movies all the time and that he 
needed a gap belween projects 1o 
find out more about it, People who 
work all the time, like Godard and 
Altman, he found “awe-inspiring”, 

“Tf I did that,” he once said, “my 
films would get worse, not better, 1 
like to spend a year or two doing not 
very nuch, then to play at being a 
film director for six months, Actu- 
ally, even then I consider myself 
more of a chef dorehestre than an au- 
teur. For myself, film-making is a 
collective experience or it ia noth- 
ing. I depend so nıuch on every- 
body else." 

Perliaps the key to his best work 
lies in tle story David Hare, who 
collaborated with him in Damage, 
told him. He reminded Malle of the 
poet who upset a supporter by 
telling him that it hal taken only 25 
nıinutes to write a certain poem. But 
thal, on the otlıer hand, i had taken 
him 25 years to reach the posilion 
where he was able to write It. 

“Absolutely, absolutely,” Malle 
replied. “It was Sven Nykvist [the 
Swedish cinematographer] who 
first drew my attention to this very 
thing when he said it had taken hin1 
20 yearê to achleve simplicity." 

He added that when le showed 
people tlıe script of My Dinner With 
André, in which there is cunsider- 
ably more talk than action, they all 
saicl it was a wonderful text bui not a 
movie, “I've tever been able to» uıı- 
derstand that. After all, ia unc uf my 
first Jilnıs, Le Fou Follel, whal is 
there? Just Maurice Ronel in i 
room, ancl he's guing 10 kill himself, 
This kind of cinema is vurniplcle:ly 
riveting to me. I went lo 2% minules 
of Spee(l ancl I was boreıl lu death. ] 
had to leave." 

Fortmalely, tough he went 10 
America and almost, but nat quite, 
conquerecl, he didıı't have to make 
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Louls Malle: the modest master 
a ınan who once said that Renojı’s 
The Rules Of The Game was lis sin- 
gle, most overwhelming experience 
in the cinema, and whose Milou In 
May was a direct tribute to Renoir, 
lıe never gave up the struggle for 
perfection, nor did he think that he 
had ever achieved it, 

What he did achieve was a mas- 
tery of style through which he ills- 
trated a real feel for his characters 
not just in the big moments ùf their 
lives but in the sınall too, Detail was 
often the distinctive element in his 
fins and his feeling for the Appar- 
ently insignificant made his best 
films if not great, then very nearly sû, 

Fur instance, the monıent in Le 
Suuffle Au Coeur when the lycar- 
ull Laurent has his [irsi sexual) 
experience wilh his muthe! is (ra- 
verseıl in i way thal is llıe öùppusite 
of sensational and ends not with 
draria but with laughier — a stroke 
that defuses the sequence af pruri- 
“nce entirely ancl moves it truly into 
something very like real life. 
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An eye for the inner character 


Enfants, about schookdays under 
the Nazi Occupation. 

These films alone would ensure 
him a place among the best Euro- 
pean directors of recent decades but 
they would not give a complete pic- 
ture of the man. He was algo fasci- 
nated by documentary, having 
worked with Jacques Cousteau, and 
his sevenpart series Phantom India, 
which got him into such trouble, is 
still a model of tenacious if romantic 
inquiry into another and stranger 
culture than his own, 

The truth is that Malle did not al- 
ways get his due precisely because 
his films were not easily classifiable 
but algo for the better reason that his 
attitude towards his material was not 
always clear. He invariably seemed 
most sure when dealing with young 
people, whose ideas were also not 
formed, like the boys in Le Souffle 
Aur Coeur, Lacombe, Lucien and Au 
Revoir Les Enfants. In these cases, 
he dug deep and successfully into 
youthful psyches and the effect of 
the guilty adult world upon them. 

You could say he was a classicist 
by nature but one who often 
favoured, at any rate up to the mid 
point of his career, the exotic or 
baroque, He also harl too mucl) of a 
sense of huınaur to believe (hat there 
was one path down whiclı he should 
walk: “There are many journeys we 
can lake in this peculiar thing called 
life. I just follow my instincls ratler 
than anyone else's roucl. That way I 
can only blıme myself fur stepping in 
the shit occasiunally.” 

You could say thal Black Moun, 
Pretty Baby, Crackers und pussilly 
Damage were occasions when he 

did lose his step, and it is certainly 
Irue that his work varieıl greally in 


strength and purpose. But, as befits 
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Louis Malle 


OUIS MALLE, who has died 

aged 63, unce said that it 

would take him a good 25 
years to become a fully matured 
film-maker. That suggests a mod- 
esty few of his contemporaries of 
the French New Wave shared, They 
were cunvincedl they had found a 
fresh way ahead after the *“theatri- 
cal” offerings of the old French cin- 
eına, exemplified by Carné, Prévert 
and even the great Renoir. 

Malle was not so sure. To hinî, 
Renoir was a god and he felt he had 
“to work like hell to justify myself’, 
At the same time, he deplored “the 
current emphasis on the auteur the- 
ory", recognising that film-making 
was not the result of one person's 
vision but of the hard work of many. 

Given that thought, it is perhaps 
more easy to understand why, 
throughout his long career, there 
seemed to be no such thing as a typi 
cal Louis Malle filın or one that per- 
fectly exemplified his art. He bowed 
as much to the past a8 to the present 
or future. But his legacy now seems 
extraordinarily rich — more than 30 
films, a halfdozeıı of them classics. 

Which the halfdozen are depends 
as much on the individual watcher 
as ol any official history of the post 
second world war cinenıa. But many 
wnuld inclucle Zazie Dans Ie Metro, 
for its breathless ariginalily, Le Fou 
Fullet, an almosl stifling Tilnı about 
the last clays of an alcoholic, Ie Souf 
fle Au Coeur, for its diringly inno 
tent delineation uf incex, Lacombe, 
lucien as an essay ûn tlıe true banal- 
ily of evil, Atlantic City, as one of lhe 
best films ever ınatle by a French- 
man in America, and Au Revoir Les

OT MUCH travel writing sur- 

vives for long, and what does 
survive, survives because wé are İn- 
terested in the autlıor.

them. Travel wriing is3 a peculiar 
waste of a genre, an occasion for 
writing rather than a subject. Its 
characteristic common places invari- 
ably infuriate anyone who knows 
anything about the country. 

The best travel writers make a 
virtue out of their own ignorance. 
The worst, nesuring us that Polyne- 
sians are naturally cheerful, or that 
the pace of life in Akureyri is rather 
slow, have a curious sort of naivety. 

Ifyou thought that the purpose of 
travel writing was to inform you 
about a place, there would be no 
point in writing about the Mediter- 
ranean. No one could have equal 
sympathy with the whole area or be 
interested in all of it, from Torre- 
molinos to Alexandria, from Tang- 
iera to Dubrovnik. A writer trying to 
eslablish a distinctive mentality, 
would quickly realise that the beg- 
gars of Tirana might as well live on

In 1796 he vaccinated a local 
youlh with matter from pustules 
on the hand of a cowpox suf:

Other 18th century attempts 
to achieve this protection in- 
cluded studies by Benjamin 
Jesty in Dorset and John 
WilHiamson in Eshaness, 

Shetland. Variolation — deliber. 
ate infection with smallpox — 
was algo tried at the time, but it 
was Jerıner’s auccess with his 
youthful patient in Berkeley that 
marked the clinical breakthrough. 

For Jenner, the freedom of the 
City of London followed in 1805 
and, as noted, generous sums 
from the Exchequer were forth- 
coming as the government re- 
alised the significance of his 
achievement. 


VEN THOUGH it was now 
5 preventable, smallpox 
remained extant until well 
into the present century. 
Phatographic records graphi- 
cally illustrate the disturbing 
disfigurement the diseuse could 
wreak on the human visage and 
uxplains why in earlier centuries 
servants were advertised as hav 
ing had or were suffering from 
the pox.
